Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: many of the arguments are directed to the 
proposed amendment - which is not entered. As to the argument thatpage 3, lines 8-9 of the specification provide basis for the 
consolidation temperature limitation - seethe discussion on pages 5-6 of the 3/12/2007 office action. Applicant argues that molecular 
sieves are well known "solid porous" materials - this argument is unpersuasive - no evidence of this is supplied. As to claims 20-21 
applicant points to the "typical" temperatures recited in the specification. This does not appear to be proper, since 1) this is a special 
type of consolidation - that is into solid glass, and 2) one would understand that "typical" consolidation temperatures are usually 
different from "minimum" temperatures. For example, the true minimum temperature might be 1100 C, but one would never use it, 
because it might take a few days to consolidate at that temperature. One will typical much higher temperatures.. 
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
